The victim was Roy Hunt, a 
truck driver who had been a 
m em ber of the Joplin Show-Me 
Diving Club about a year. 
Police said they want the car 
because they believe it was the 
one that killed 13-year-old Ben­ 
jam in C arl in front of his home 
in Webb City in a hit-and-run 
accident last Nov. 18. 
D ivers found the car on a 
ledge under about 70 feet of 
w ater. Full depth 
of the old 
mine pit Is about 
130 feet. 
Hunt and two other club mem­ 
b ers, C harles Mills and Gary 
Cam pbell, started the search 
and w ere making their second 
dive when Hunt failed to surface 
with the other two. 
Roy Wasson, club president, 
was one of about 15 divers who 
responded to a call for help. 
W asson said Hunt probably was 
trapped 
in a cave-In one of 
the lateral drifts, or tunnels, in 
the side of the pit. The divers 
said visibility was poor in the 
w ater, and Hunt would have got­ 
ten into a drift unknowingly.

said he brushed against a rot­ 
ten tim ber in one of the drifts 
and

500 Dead In 
Earthquake

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — A 
m assive 
earthquake rumbled 
acro ss central Chile Sunday, 
shattering a dam that buried a 
village of 400 people under a 
deluge of mud and water. 
At 
least 26 others were killed else­ 
where, hundreds were injured 
and thousands were left home­ 
le ss. 
Only 
eight 
villagers were 
known to have escaped when 
the 
230-foot-high darn burst, 
cascading two million tons of 
mud and water on the copper- 
mining village of El Cobre, 80 
m iles north of Santiago. 
Between 60 and 70 farmhous­ 
es and cottages were swept 
away try the torrent ttiat thun­ 
dered into the valley beneath 
the dam. 
"It was like a gigantic wave, 
more than 100 feet high, made 
of sand, mud and w ater,” said 
one survivor, C arlos Munchel. 
"It cam e on top of us, but I 
managed to run to a nearby hill. 
When I looked over my shoulder 
the avalanche had passed al­ 
ready and then I could not see 
the houses any m ore.” 
President 
Eduardo

toured the stricken are as by 
plane and helicopter. He told 
newsmen that the situation was 
under control and praised the

M. Vickers, Acting D irector of 
the Commission, ’but 1,000 of 
them are not eligible for ac­ 
creditation because the Com­ 
m ission surveys only hospitals 
of 25 or more adult beds. Of 
the remaining 6,000 hospitals 
roughly 
4,200 a re accredited. 
The 
1,800 
eligible 
non-ac- 
credited hospitals a re usually 
found in two tw sir categories, 
nam ely, mental hospitals and 
p roprietary (for profit) hos­ 
p itals. These hospitals show an 
accreditation percentage of only 
29 per cent and 30 per cent, 
respectively, In com parison to 
an accreditation percentage in 
non-profit general hospitals of 
over 70 per cent .’ 
^Statistics show,* said Doc­ 
tor V ickers, 'that the eligible 
accredited hospitals account for 
85 per cent of all hospital ad­ 
m issions, 87 per cent of all 
hospital births, and 61 per cent 
of all hospital days spent by 
patients in hospltais. The dis­ 
crepancy exisiting between ad­ 
m issions and patient days Is due 
to the large number of mental 
Institutions not accredited.* 
The Joint Commission onAq- 


creditation of Hospitals is an 
agency established by four or­ 
ganizations — The American 
College of Physicians, Am eri­ 
can College of Surgeons, Amer­ 
ican Hospital A ssociation, and 
American M edical Association 
— to conduct the hospital sur- ; 
vey and inspection program im- i 
tiated by the A m erican College 
of Surgeons in 1919. The Joint 
Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals began operations 
on January 1, 1953. 
'A ccreditation of a hospital 
means,* Doctor Vickers said, 
'that it has 
voluntarily sub­ 
mitted to a survey of its fa­ 
cilities and Its patient care. It 
is a Itadge of recognition which 
the hospital can display to its 
community to prove that it con­ 
forms to high standards of pa­ 
tient care.* 
Doctor V ickers said that the 
survey is undertaken on a con­ 
fidential basis between the hos­ 
pital 
and 
the 
Commission. 
'Therefore,* he said, 'the Com­ 
mission cannot release any in­ 
formation about its work other 
than the annual list published 
herewith. All inform ation con­ 
cerning a specific hospital must 
be obtained from the hospital 
itself.* 
Doctor V ickers said the sur­ 
veyors, all physicians, rate a 
hospital on certain tiasic re­ 
quirem ents such as: 
A safe 
physical plant free from fire 
hazards; 
ca refill 
supervision 
and review by the medical staff 
of the patient c a re rendered In 
the hospital; special studv bv 


the ihediçal 
staff of all un­ 
usual or complicated cases; 
adequate 
medical 
records; 
ethical practices? investigation 
of tissue removed at opera­ 
tion; 
proper 
nursing 
care; 
proper adm inistrative and med­ 
ical staff organization. 
‘It can be seen from this 
explanation/ 
Doctor V ickers 
said, 'that the survey covers 
the essentials of good patient 
care. 
The accreditation pro­ 
gram is a tribute not only to 
the organizations which support 
It but to the hospitals which 
make it possible by their will­ 
ingness to have their patient 
care judged by objective c ri­ 
teria. It is proof that, with few 
exceptions, our hospitals are 
striving constantly to Improve 
the care they render.* 
In 
Slkeston, 
the M issouri 
Delta Community Hospital was 
A ccredited. In Poplar Bluff, the 
Doctors Hospital, the Lucy Lee 
Hospital, and Poplar Bluff Hos­ 
pital, all received accredita­ 
tion. In Cape G irardeau, the St. 
F rancis 
and 
Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri Hospitals, and in Kennett, 
the Dunklin County Memorial 
Hospital. 
For a hospital to qualify, It 
means that it has complied in 
the main with the Standards of 
the Joint Commission on Ac­ 
creditation of Hospitals. These 
Standards have been compilée' 
over the ,^»»s by the medical 
and hospital professions. 
Hospitals with less than 25 
beds are not eligible for ac­ 
creditation.

son.

floodway In southeastern Mis­ 
souri. 
This floodway is designed to 
relieve Mississippi River flood 
p ressure at high river stages. 
As the structure is presently* 
designed,

cover fuse-plug levees at a 
■stage of 55 feet and water would 
pour into the 205 square mile 
floodway area. Engineers esti­ 
mate this would happen al>out 
once every 17 years. About 10,- 
000 people live In the area. 
Davis said that under a revised 
plan the floodwuy would 
not 
come into use until the 
river 
reached a stage of 58 to GO 
feet and that this would occur 
only alxiut once In 80 years. 
Under the new plan, the levees 
would not be overtopped auto­ 
matically but would be breached 
only by army engineers as con­ 
ditions warranted. 
Cost of this revision, he said, 
would be $2.8 million.

Physical Strain 
of Covering News 
Has Increased 


NEW 
YORK (AP) — Wes 
Gallagher, general manager of 
The Associated P re ss, said in 
his annual report today that the 
physical danger and strain of 
covering the 
news have in­ 
creased abroad and at home. 
"Reporting the bitter, brutal 
war in Viet Nam subjected AP 
reporters and photographers to 
the danger of injury and death, 
as did the savage fighting in the 
Congo," Gallagher said. 
"Domestically, racial rioting 
in several cities required physi­ 
cal 
courage for the needed 
closeup coverage. 
"The long election contest 
with its Jet campaigning from 
city to dty made political re­ 
porting a contest of physical 
endurance." 
The general m anager's report 
covered a wide range, including 
use of the Network Election 
Service in covering the 1964 
presidential balloting, technical 
improvements in speeding the 
news, and steps taken to meet 
the needs of an increasing num­ 
ber of youthful readers. 
The report was mailed to 
members of the worldwide news 
cooperative in advance of the 
AP annual meeting and lunch­ 
eon to be held April 19 in New 
York. Gov. George Romney of 
Michigan will he the luncheon 
speaker. 
Gallagher said the face of 
journalism is being changed 
rapidly by a revolution in news, 
largely because "half the pop­ 
ulation of the United States has 
been horn since 1936, and the 
median 
age of readers and 
viewers gradually grows young­ 
er." 
The youthftil generation, he 
said, Is better educated and puts 
a premium on quality. He said 
that the AP and a new genera­ 
tion of publishers, editors and 
broadcasters are making every 
effort to provide it. 
"This 
youthful 
population 
knows little of World War II — 
they were too young for first­ 
hand knowledge and school his­ 
tory books seldom keep up with 
the rush of human events," he 
continued. "But they know a lot 
about astronauts, lasers, hot 
lines, random access computers 


and a hundred other subjects 
that did not exist a generation 
ago. 
“ Writing for both the older 
and younger generations, each 
with 
different 
background 
knowledge, 
presents 
unique 
challenges which The Associat­ 
ed Press is meeting with a com­ 
bination of youth and experi­ 
ence. Well aware of the need for 
fresh ideas and new talent, the 
AP 
has encouraged younger 
staffers as w riters, editors and 
executives." 
Gallagher said new publishing 
technology 
is 
breaking 
the 
chains of obsolescence in print­ 
ing plants and that the impact 
of electronic journalism is re­ 
sulting in new reporting, writing 
and editing techniques. 


Some 
of 
the 
major 
AP 
changes and developments of 
the past year, he said, were: 
A blending and broadening of 
the news and photo reports by 
combining the best of newsfea- 
tures, business news, and wom­ 
en's news with the general news 
"report. Greatly expanded use of 
different techniques such 
as 
surveys, 
exclusive 
interview 
surveys exclusive interviews, 
question and answ ers, situation 
stories, polls of Congress, na- 
tional 
roundups 
of 
current 
events, more texts sent by high­ 
speed wires, development of 
more specialists, task force ap­ 
proaches to big news stories, 
and a premium on enterprise

Describing the presidential 
election a s the No. 1 story of 
1964, Gallagher said: 
"The collection and tabula­ 
tion of the vote on Nov. 3 
was an historic event. For the 
first tim e, the major news o r­ 
ganizations in the United States 
joined together to form a pool, 
covering vote totals nationally 
and in all states for president, 
senator, governor and house of 
representatives. 
"The results were outstand­ 
ing in term s of speed and the 
cooperation 
of 
all 
partici­ 
pants." 
Gallagher cited other inno­ 
vations in campaign coverage. 
"A P newsmen accompanying 
the presidential and vice-presi­ 
dential 
candidates 
w e r e 


equipped with tape recorders," 
he said. "Tills assured precise 
reporting and a check against 
any charges of misquotation. 
"For the first time, we sent 
traveling staffers with the vice- 
presidential nominees on a full- 
time tiasis." 
Gallagher 
said 
there was 
much criticism of press cover­ 
age at the beginning of the cam­ 
paign, but quoted Barry Gold- 
water, 
the Republican candi­ 
date, as saying when it was 
over: 
"Some 
of 
the 
misunder­ 
standing about the press han­ 
dling of campaigns, I am con­ 
vinced, arises from the ten­ 
dency of many readers to con­ 
fuse news stories with editor­ 
ials, and reporters with col­ 
um nists." 
Gallaghei listed the contin­ 
uing civil rights struggle, with 
its impact on the North, and 
the Alaska earthquake as the 
second and third major domes- 
t i( stories of 1964. 
The general manager leport- 
ed a net gam of eight AP dally 
newspaper members in 1964. 
The Wirephoto network had a 
net gain of 16 participants, for 
a total of more than 660. He 
said the number of broadcast 
members had increased by 109 
to a 
total of 2,673 stations. 
He said the steady growth of 
world service news and photo 
distribution outside tin* United 
States continued, although the 
pace was slowed in parts of Lat­ 
in America in inflation ami in 
much of Africa and Southeast 
Asia by political 
instability. 
"Despite these by now famil­ 
iar handicaps," tie said, "A P 
news and photos reached more 
newspapers, broadcasters and 
magazines abroad than 
ever 
before in history." 
In the b iuk field, Gallagher 
said, sales of "The Torch Is 
Passed," an account of Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy's assas­ 
sination, has readied about 4,- 
025,000 copies, including a for­ 
eign sale in eight languages of 
more than 250,000.

Donald Dean Rainey, charged 
with robbing a California bank 
with the aid of his 16-year-old 
son, while on conditional re­ 
lease from a F ederal peniten­ 
tiary for robbing the sam e bank 
eight years before, has been 
added to the FBI’s list of "T en 
Most Wanted F ugitives." 
On the afternoon of Decem­ 
ber 8, 1964. Rainey and his 16- 
vear - old son, Gerald Lee 
Rainey, allegedly entered the 
Del Rey Branch of the Bank 
of America, Del Rey, Califor­ 
nia, and, while the son men­ 
aced bank em ployees with a 
sawed - off shotgun, the father 
arm ed with a pistol, seized 
$18,726 which he thrust Into 
his jacket. The pair then fled 
in a rented automobile which 
was recovered a short time Int­ 
e r not far from the bank. 
Investigation led to charges 
that Donald Dean Rainey and 
his son were the bank ro b tv rs 
and Federal w arrants for their 
ai ie sts were issued at Fresno, 
C alifornia, on 
December 9, 
1964. A second Federal w arrant 
charging Donald Dean Rainey 
with violation of his conditional 
release from a Federal peni­ 
tentiary was issued by the U.S. 
Board of Parole, Washington) 
D. C., on Decent lie r 31, 1964. 
The senior Rainey had been re­ 
leased conditionally from the 
Federal penitentiary at Leaven­ 
worth, Kansas, in April, 1964, 
after serving eight y ea rs’ con­ 
finement for robbing the sam e 
bank of over $5,000 in May, 
1956. Following the 1956 bank 
robbery, Rainey was arrested 
in Mexico and reportedly told 
questioners at that tim e that 
when he ran out of money he 
planned to return and rob the 
sam e bank again. 
The younger Rainey, who has 
been arrested on several oc­ 
casions as a juvenile, had ap­ 
peared In court in Fresno, Cali­ 
fornia, on the morning of the 
latest robbery to answ er auto 
theft charges. This case was 
dism issed and he allegedly then 
joined his father and they pro­ 
ceeded together to nearby Del 
Rey, California, to carry out 
their joint crim e. 
Donald Dean Rainey, who has 
been convicted of arm ed rob­ 
bery and grand theft of an auto, 
in addition to bank robbery, has 
served 
prison 
sentences 
in 
California’s San Quentin Prison 
between May, 1948, and August, 
1949, and again between Jan­ 
uary, 1951, and October, 1954. 
He was released on parole after 
both of these periods of con­ 
finement.

Do You Have A Right to Work? 


by A, w. W eeksler 
What should be a universal 
cause 
- - the right to join or 
not to join a labor union - - i s 
a 
sharply divided one. What 
should be accepted as a civil 
right, 
equally 
espoused by 
lib erals and conservatives, is 
up for political grabs. 
Union leaders who are usually 
counted among the ranks of the 
lib erals 
are now determined 
that, as part of th eir reward 
for 
political 
support, 
all 
w orkers In a union plant would 
have to join or at the least pay 
dues. 
The unions are attaching top 
p riority to repeal of Section 
14 (b) of the Taft-H artley Act. 
This section states that “ Noth­ 
ing in this Act shall be con­ 
strued as authorizing the execu­ 
tion 
or application of agree­ 
m ents requiring m em bership In 
a labor organization as a condi­ 
tion of employment in any State 
o r 
T erritory 
in which such 
execution or application is pro­ 
hibited by State or T erritorial 
u W . ” 
Based 
on this provision, 19 
states have enacted right-to- 
work laws which ban compul­ 
sory unionism. 
Hut unions claim that the right- 
to-work laws make it more dif­ 
ficult to organize w orkers into 
unions -- that it takes too much 
of their tim e, effort, and money 
to recruit m em bers who other­ 
wise could be blanketed into a 
union with or without 
their 
consent, 
th e whole issue of 
union 
organization is so surcharged 
with emotion that many 
em ­ 
ployers and em ployees see only’ 
their immediate objectives as. 
param ount. 
So the unions feel 
they should not be denied quick 
access to new m em bers, even 
though to recruit them forcibly 
would tran sg ress the wishes and 
rights of individual workers. 
A classical l\ sim ple statem ent 
of the importance of worker 
freedom was made to the U.S. 
Suprem e 
Court 
in 
the 
Scherm erhorn Case by an at­ 
torney 
representing 
four 
w orkers who did not wish to 
join a union, and who felt that 
the Florida right-to-w ork law 
left them free of having to join. 
Miami Attorne\ B ernard 
B. 
W eksler took the case through 
the interm ediate courts to the 
Suprem e Court, and made this 
appeal to the Justices: 
“ This right, the right to work, 
is a large ingredient in the civil 
liberty of the citizen. 
“ The right 
to 
work 
is 
equivalent to the right to eat; 
and the right to eat and pro­ 
vide food, clothing, 
and shel­ 
te r for his dependents is man’s 
m ost dominant urge . . . to 
m ake one’s bread depend 
on 
church or union m em bership 
o r forced payment of money to 
a union as a condition of em ­ 
ployment would be the worst 
species of anti-A m ericanism .” 
The Supreme Court held that 
the issue was one for the state 
courts, and that the decision 
pieviously 
rendered 
by the 
F lorida Supreme c o u rt holding 
that an agency shop agreem ent 
violated the State right-to-w ork 
law was correct. 
WHERE DOES GOVERNMENT 
STAND? 
P resident Johnson has pro­ 
posed changes in Se tion 14 (b) 
with the hope that his effort will 


“ reduce 
conflicts 
that 
for 
sev eral 
years 
have divided 
A m erieans in various states.” 
P resident Johnson points out 
that changes in 14 (b) 
were 
included in the 1960 and 1964 
D em ocratic platform s. 
It is 
equally true, however, that at 
the sam e tim e President John­ 
son ran on the 1960 platform 
for Vice President, he also ran 
for the office of Senator from 
Texas. 
F or that office he ran 
on a platform favoring the state 
rlght-to-w ork law. 
The 1960 Democratic Party 
platform of the state of Texas 
during the 1960 campaign c a r­ 
rie d the following clause: 
“ We restate our belief In the 
free en terprise system which 
holds the true key to growth 
and 
propserity, 
and support 
adequate financing of the Texas 
Industrial Commission and the 
to u rist program of the 
State 
Highway 
Department. N eces­ 
sa ry to this development are 
the preservation of good labor 
relations, 
the right-to-w ork 
law, im provem ents in industrial 
and occupational safety, 
and 
stric t enforcem ent of our anti­ 
tru st law s.” 
As to which view will p re ­ 
vail with the present Congress, 
much depends on how 
much 
C ongressional support accrues 
to the sim ple ethic that, r e ­ 
g ard less 
of 
political 
ex ­ 
pediency, a worker who does 
not wish to join a union cannot 
l>e forced to join. 
This principle has 
already 
been transgressed in the 30 
sta te s which do not have right-

citizenry is clearly opposed to 
com pulsory unionism, 
and as 
in the case of Florida enacts a 
right-to-w ork law,

am ends its Consitution to ban 
com pulsory unionism,

a ris e s a basic question of the

blanks out the will of the state’s 
voters.

The txxiklet reads: 
“ Tlie union did not get your 
job for you and had nothing 
to do with your hours, salaries, 
retirem ent fund, profit sharing, 
( hrlstm as bonuses, vacations, 
o r anything else. You and the 
company got these things 
by 
working together without in­ 
terference from stran g e rs.” 
The Winn-Dixie view is that 
treating employes “ fairly and 
squarely” is the key to their 
successfuly non-union opera­ 
tion, but company officials are

Otto It. T. Bowden, a Jack­ 
sonville, F la. attorney speciali­

Joining or withholding his mem­ 
bership as a m atter of personal 
choice. 
Edward C. B urris, executive 
vice president of the 
Texas

Texas, reports that em ployers 
In 
his 
state are strong sup­ 
p o rters of right-to-w ork - -o n 
the 
basis 
that com pulsory 
unionism is inherently wrong, 
that workers should have thé 
right to join or not to 
join 
unions, and their “ jobs should 
not l)e in Jeopardy as a result 
of their decision.” From 
an 
economic view, B urris says that 
the union movement has grown 
a s rapidly in the rlght-to-w ork. 
sta te s as elsew here, but that in 
the right-to-w ork states unions 
m ust be more alert to m em bers’ 
w ishes. 
B urris feels that the right- 
to-w ork law in the state of 
Texas is mainly a statem ent“ 
of policy, and that the real 
backbone of the state’s labor 
program is the number of other 
law s which regulate union acti­ 
vity. 
These include a picket 
regulation law which prohibits 
m ass picketing; 
a law 
which 
m akes labor 
unions liable for 
dam ages resulting from losses 
due to strikes or picketing; a 
law which bans collective b ar­ 
gaining by public em ployes; a 
law 
prohibiting 
secondary 
strik e s, secondary picketing, 
and secondary boycotts; a law 
which bans union disruption of 
public utilities; a ban against 
the use of violence in picketing; 
a 
ban against organizational 
striking or picketing if 
the 
union does not represent a m a­ 
jo rity of the com pany's em ­ 
ployes, and a requirem ent that 
unions file an annual report 
giving complete data on all 
income sources and 
detailed 
disbursem ents. 
Repeal of Section 14 (b) would 
not only nullify the

would bring the other regula­

Texas Freedom of

voluntary unionism. 
Hourly 
earnings 
in 
rlght- 
to-work states in the 10-year 
period 1953-63 increased 
by 
46.7 % while in other states 
the increase was 42.4^. Non­ 
farm employment Increased by 
23.2% 
in 
the right-to-w ork 
sta te s, while the figure 
was 
9.9^( in the other states. Per 
capita personal 
income in­ 
creased by 43% in the right- 
to-w ork states, while the in­ 
c re ase in the other states was 
34.7^. 
Figures available 
on 
value 
added by 
manufacture 
w ere for the period 1954-61 
and here the increase for the 
right-to-w ork states was 60.1^ 
while the increase for the other 
sta te s was 35.6^. 
Another m easure of the econo­ 
mic impact of voluntary union­ 
ism is the Department of La­ 
bor finding that right-to-w ork 
sta te s are in the forefront of 
the nation in creation of new’ 
non-farm jobs in the period 
1939-1963. 
F irst, second, and third among 
the states in creating new jobs 
w ere Nevada, Arizona, 
and 
Florida in that order — all 
three 
having 
rlght-to-w ork 
laws. 
Utah was sixth; Texas 
seventh; 
M ississippi , ninth;- 
and Georgia, tenth -- the la t­ 
te r four states being right-to- 
work states. 
Public view of the right-to- 
work issue shows that more 
than 
tw o-thirds 
of 
those 
questioned in a survey felt that 
no one should be forced to be­ 
long to a union to hold his job. 
Opinion Research Corporation 
of Princeton, N. J ., 
has con­ 
ducted a se rie s of three nation­ 
wide surveys. 
In the first in 
1956, 48^ of those questioned 
felt that a man should be able 
to hold a job whether or not 
he belongs to a union. In 1962 
the poll showed that 62% felt 
that union m em bership should 
not Influence a man’s being able 
to get a job, and last year those 
who held this view had Increased 
to 67%. 
In last y ear's survey, 
30% felt that it was proper for 
a w orker to be able to get a 
job without l*eing a m em ber of 
a union, but that he should 
have to Join after he is hired.

National em ployer organiza­ 
tions -- the U.S. Cham ber of 
C om m erce and the 
National 
A ssociation of M anufacturers- 
a re strongly in favor of the 
rlght-to-w ork principle. 
The Committee for Economic 
Development, through a sta te­ 
ment by its Research and Policy 
Com m ittee, sum m arizes em ­ 
ployer position in a statem ent 
which reads in part: 
“ The main issues Involved in 
the 
union shop controversy 
a re equitable relations among 
w orkers and the right of in­ 
dividual w orkers. Congress has 
already restricted the rights of 
individual w orkers by giving a 
union 
exclusive 
bargaining 
rights in negotiating em ploy­ 
ment term s for a bargaining 
unit. 
This principle allows 
for ‘m ajority rule’ and elim in­ 
ates the need for dealing with 
sp lin ter groups within the unit. 
The w orkers in the unit who are 
not union m em bers must accept 
the term s decided by union and 
em ployer, and the union must 
represent the non-m em bers as 
well as its own m em tars. 
“ Those who have advocated the 
union shop advance the argu­ 
m ent that non-menil>ers are

Four cities in Southeast Mis­ 
souri have hospitals that liave 
been accredited by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals. 
The Joint Commission on Ac­ 
creditation of Hospitals today 
published its annual list of ac­ 
credited hospitals. 
‘There

approxim ately 
7,000 hospitals in the United 
States,* 
said 
Doctor Denver 
M. V ickers, Acting D irector of 
the Com m ission, ‘but 1,000 of 
them a re not eligible for ac­ 
creditation because the Com­ 
m ission surveys only hospitals 
of 25 or m ore adult beds. Of 
the rem aining 6,000 hospitals 
roughly 
4,200 a re accredited. 
The 
1,800 
eligible 
non-ac- 
credited hospitals a re usually 
found in two Ivasir categories, 
nam ely, mental hospitals and 
proprietary (for profit) hos­ 
pitals. These hospitals show an 
accreditation percentage of only 
29 per cent and 30 per cent, 
respectively, in com parison to 
an accreditation percentage in 
non-profit general hospitals of 
over 70 per cent * 
‘S tatistics show,* said Doc­ 
tor V ickers, ‘that the eligible 
accredited hospitals account for 
85 per cent of all hospital ad­ 
m issions, 87 per cent of all 
hospital births, and 61 per cent 
of all hospital days spent by 
patients In hospitals.

EXCISE TAX CUTS AND THE ECONOMY 
Some excise taxes will be repealed, and oth­ 
ers will be reduced, next July 1. How many 
of the numerous levies of this kind w\M bo in­ 
fected, and to what extent, is not known. Pres­ 
ident Johnson has said only that he will ask 
Congress to make changes that will slash 
the total excise tax yield bv $1.75 billion. 
The administration promised last November 
to urge repeal of four retailers’ excises -- on 
furs and fur articles, jewelry, certain leather 
goods, and toilet preparations -- that now pro­ 
duce about $515 million a year. However, the 
taxes on alcoholic beverages, tobacco and cer­ 
tain automotive products are expected to remain 
in force indefinitely at or close to present 
rates. 
Liquor and tobacco excises are sumptuary 
— that is, they are designed to restrain con­ 
sumption of those products because restraint 
is held in the public interest. Moreover, they 
are important sources of revenue; they are 
expected to yield about $5.8 billion in fiscal 
1965. Retention of the so-called highway-user 
taxes, levied on certain fuels, tires and vehicles, 
is necessary for completion of the Interstate 
Highway System. Revenue from these taxes is 
committed to the federal Highway Trust Fund 
until at least 1972. 
Almost all excises now in force were imposed 
originally as war taxes. At their inception, 
such levies were generally regarded as tempor­ 
ary sources of revenue which would not be 
needed when conditions return to normal. Most 
excises, though, have outlived the emergencies 
that brought them into being. 
American entry into World War I brought im­ 
position of a host of excises, many of which 
were later repealed but then reintroduced during 
the depression and World War II; some of them 
are still in effect today. The World War I excises 
included 
manufacturers* 
taxes 
on various 
products, admissions taxes, and imposts on tele­ 
phone, telegraph and cable messages. Federal 
excise tax collections of that period reached a 
peak of $901 million in fiscal 1920, despite the 
fact that liquor tax revenue had fallen drastical­ 
ly on account of prohibition. 
The federal excise tax structure has under­ 
gone few' changes in the past decade. As a re­ 
sult, excise revenues have been rising at a 
fairly predictable rate — by about $650 m il­ 
lion a year in the past four fiscal years. Total 
collections 
in 
fiscal 1965 are expected to 
aggregate $14.5 billion. 
There is no doubt that Congress will comply 
with the President’s request for excise tax re­ 
vision. Pressures for reduction are in fact so 
intense that Congress may slash or eliminate 
taxes that the President might w ish to retain. But 
the White House has probably taken this pos­ 
sibility into account. If it becomes evident this 
spring that an economic slowdown is likely to 
occur in the latter part of the year, the ad­ 
ministration itself may request deeper excise 
cuts as a stimulant to sustained growth. 
One reason the administration has held back 
from identifying the taxes it will ask Congress 
to repeal or reduce (aside from the retailers* 
excises) is that doing so might d scour age cur­ 
rent buying of the c.ffected products. Customers 
usually postpone purchases, and merchants allow 
stocks to run down, when reduction of taxes 
on them appears imminent. 
Virtually everyone is in favor of excise tax 
reduction. Economists, labor leaders and in­ 
dustrialists, testifying before the House Ways 
and Means Committee last summer, were of 
one mind on the subject. They argued, among 
other things, that excise taxes fall with special 
force on low - income fanrlies and that many 
excises yield insignificant amounts of revenue. 
Perhaps the chief disadvantage of indirect 
taxes like excises is that they are inferior to 
direct taxes from the standpoint of promoting 
economic stability. Income tax collections tend 
to decline more, proportionately, during a busi­ 
ness recession than the gross national product. 
By the same token, income taxes generally pro­ 
duce a greater than proportionate increase 
in revenue during periods of inflation. 
Income taxes thus act as automatic stabilizers 
by reducing the federal government’s withdrawal 
of purchasing power from the private economy 
in times of recession and by increasing the with­ 
drawal of purchasing power in times of infla­ 
tion. But indirect taxes on consumption have no 
automatic 
stabilizing effect. If anything, they 
deter spending when business is bad and do 
little to discourage spending when the economy 
is getting overheated.

Labor L eaders Go C apitalist 
- - Launch Trust Soon to Have 
Half Billion In Assets 
Washington, D. C.: — Amer­ 
ica’s labor leaders are going 
capitalist in a modern fashion. 
By June they hope to have a $50 
million trust company In opera­ 
tion. 
But that’s just the beginning. 
Within a year it will have assets 
of a hundred million. And not 
long afterw ards Its organizers 
plan to have $500 million avail­ 
able for investm ents within the 
U.S. 
O rganizers of the trust, which 
will deal mostly In m ortgages, 
are AFL-CIO president George 
Meany; national vice president 
W alter Reuther, who also Is 
president of the auto w orkers; 
George H arrison, “ chiefexecu­ 
tive” of the railway clerks and 
AFL-CIO secretary - trea su rer 
W illiam Schnitzler. 
When 
the Investment trust 
finally is rolling at full speed, 
it will be able to draw on bil­ 
lions of dollars directly or In­ 
directly 
controlled 
or 
In­ 
fluenced by the nation’s unions. 
The 
money will come from 
unions which are willing to buy 
sh ares of $1,000 by drawing 
on their strik e funds, their death 
benefits, cash pools or their 
general trea su ries. These are 
vast. 
The strike chest of Reuther’s 
UAW 
for 
example, 
almost 
reached $70 million before the 
se rie s of stoppages last year 
which cost the union over $47 
million In relief benefits alone. 
If all the special funds of Dave 
Dubinsky’s International Ladies 
Garm ent 
W orkers 
were 
m erged, or totaled, they’d reach 
the half billion dollar figure. 
At 
the moment, 
Am erica’s 
unions 
have a dominant voice 
In pension funds totaling seven 
billion dollars — and by 1980 
the figure will lie $20 billion. 
These funds by no means are 
the total of all pension funds. 
I quote here only the amounts 
which the labor leaders can 
Influence 
and from which they 
can draw to Invest in the new 
AFL-CIO T rust. 
No labor movement anywhere 
in 
the world 
ever 
has ap­ 
proached 
such 
financial 
af­ 
fluence — and, therefore, In­ 
fluence — 
In 
the 
money, 
m ortgage or general Invest­ 
ment fields. 
It all started In February 1964, 
when the AFL-CIO high com­ 
mand 
council 
approved 
the 
creation of a mortgage Invest­ 
ment trust to; 
“ . . . create socially desirable 
housing projects, create addi­ 
tional employment in the con­ 
struction trades and allied in­ 


d ustries and to Increase the 
rate of return on union funds.” 
It took a year to plan the move 
into the financial m arket. Last 
M arch 10 the AFL-CIO filed a 
registration statem ent with the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
m ission. 
The 
lalior leaders 
asked for authority to create 
a $50 million trust which would 
buy government - guaranteed 
mortgaged. 


“ We would have used a higher 
figure,” said Alexander Book- 
strav e r, head of the AFL-CIO 
Dept, of Investment, “ but we 
wanted to save money on the 
filing costs. Once the SEC ap­ 
proves this the fifty million Is 
a 
very 
nominal 
llgure and 
eventually will go considerably 
higher. 
“ It will go from the fifty m il­ 
lion In a year to a hundred 
m illion and then to five hundred 
million 
dollars. We will have 
some 20 trustees and will In­

The administration promised l a s t November 
to urge repeal of four retailers’ excises - - on 
furs and fur articles, jewelry, certain leather 
goods, and toilet preparations - - that now pro­ 
duce about $515 million a year. However, the 
taxes on alcoholic beverages, tobacco and c e r ­ 
tain automotive products art' expected to remain 
in 
force indefinitely 
at or close to present 
rates. 
Liquor 
and tobacco excises are sumptuary 
- - that is, they are designed to restrain con­ 
sumption of tho st' products because restraint 
is held in the p u b l i c interest. Moreover, they 
are important sources of revenue; they 
are 
expected to yield about $5.8 billion in fiscal 
1965. Retention of the so-called highway-u ser 
taxes, levied on certain fuels, tires and vehicles, 
is necessary for completion of the Interstate 
Highway System. Revenue from these taxes is 
committed to the federal Highway Trust Fund 
until at least 1972. 
Almost all excises now in force were imposed 
originally 
as yvar taxes. At their inception, 
such levies were generally regarded as tem por­ 
ary sources of revenue which would not be 
needed when conditions return to normal. Most 
ex cises, though, have outlived the em ergencies 
that brought them into being. 
American entry into World War I brought im ­ 
position of a host of excises, many of which 
were later repealed but then reintroduced during 
the depression and World War II; some of them 
are still in effect today. I he World War I ex cise s 
included 
manufacturers* 
taxes 
on various 
products, admissions taxes, and imposts on te le ­ 
phone, telegraph and cable m essages. Federal 
excise tax collections of that period reached a 
peak of $901 million in fiscal 1920, despite the 
fact that liquor tax revenue had fallen d rastical­ 
ly on account of prohibition. 
The federal excise tax structure has under­ 
gone few changes in the past decade. As a r e ­ 
sult, excise revenues have l>een rising at a 
fairly predictable rate — by about $650 m il­ 
lion a year in the past four fiscal years. Total 
collections 
in 
fiscal 1965 are expected to 
aggregate $!4.5 billion." -> 
There is no doubt that Congress will comply 
with the President’s request for excise tax r e ­ 
vision. P ressu res for reduction are in fact so 
intense that Congress may slash or eliminate 
taxes that the President might w ish to retain. But 
the White House has probably taken this p o s­ 
sibility into account. If it becom es evident this 
spring that an economic 
slow-down is likely to 
occur in the latter part of the year, the ad­ 
ministration itself m.iy request deeper excise 
cuts as a stimulant to sustained growth. 
One reason the administration has held back 
from identifying the taxes it will ask Congress 
to repeal or reduce (aside from the retailers* 
excises) is that doing so might discourage cu r­ 
rent buying of the affected products. Customers 
usually postpone purchases, and merchants allow 
stocks to run down, when reduction of taxes 
on them appears imminent. 
Virtually everyone is in favor of excise tax 
reduction. Economists, labor leaders and in­ 
dustrialists, testifying before the House Ways 
and Means Committee last summer, were of 
one mind on the subject. They argued, among 
other things, that excise taxes fall with special 
force on low - income fam ilies and that many 
ex cises yield insignificant amounts of revenue. 
Perhaps 
the 
chief disadvantage of indirect 
taxes like excises is that they are inferior to 
direct taxes from the standpoint of promoting 
econom ic stability. Income tax collections tend 
to decline more, proportionately, during a busi­ 
n ess recession than the gross national product. 
By the sam e token, income taxes generally pro­ 
duce 
a 
greater 
than proportionate increase 
in revenue during periods of inflation. 
Income taxes thus act as automatic stabilizers 
by reducing the federal government’s withdrawal 
of purchasing power from the private economy 
in tim es of recession and by increasing the with­ 
drawal of purchasing power in tim es of infla­ 
tion. But indirect taxes on consumption have no 
automatic 
stabilizing effect. If anything, they 
deter spending when business is bad and do 
little to discourage spending when the economy 
is getting overheated.

After the exhausting 114-day New York news­ 
paper strike of 1962-63, everyone concerned 
agreed that a sim ilar labor - management im ­ 
passe could not be allowed to happen again.

Do You Have A Right to Work? 


ity A fs. W ecksler 
What should l>e a universal 
cause 
-- the right to Join or 
not to join a labor union - - I s 
a 
sharply divided one. What 
should be accepted as a civil 
right, 
equally 
espoused by 
liberals and conservatives, Is 
up for political grabs. 
Union leaders who are usually 
counted among the ranks of the 
liberals 
are now determ ined 
that, as part of their reward 
for 
political 
support, 
all 
w orkers In a union plant would 
have to join or at the least pay 
dues. 
The unions are attaching top 
priority to reiieal of Section 
14 O’) of the Taft-H artley Act. 
This section states that "N oth­ 
ing In this Act shall be con­ 
strued as authorizing the execu­ 
tion 
or application of ag ree­ 
ments requiring m em bership In 
a labor organization as a condi­ 
tion of employment In any State 
o r 
T erritory 
In which such 
execution or application isp ro - 
ilblted by State or T errito rial 
.uW.” 
Based on this provision, 10 
states have enacted right-to- 
work laws which ban com pul­ 
sory unionism. 
But unions claim that the right- 
to-work laws make It m ore dif­ 
ficult to organize w orkers Into 
unions -- th.it It takes too much 
of their tim e, effort, and money 
to recruit m em bers who o th er­ 
wise could be blanketed into a 
uoion with or without 
their 
consent. 
The whole Issue of 
union 
organization is so surcharged 
with emotion that many 
em ­ 
ployers and employees see only' 
their Immediate objectives as. 
paramount. 
So the unions feel 
they should not be denied quick 
access to new m em bers, even 
though to recru it them forcibly 
would tran sg ress the wishes and 
rights of Individual workers. 
A classically sim ple statem ent 
of the importance of worker 
freedom was made to the U.S. 
Supreme 
Court 
in 
the 
Scherm erhorn Case by 
an at­ 
torney 
representing 
four 
w orkers who did not wish to 
join a union, and who felt that 
the Florida right-to-w ork law- 
left them free of having to join. 
Miami Attorney Bernard 
B. 
W eksler took the case through 
the interm ediate courts to the 
Supreme Court, and made this 
appeal to the Justices: 
"T h is right, the right to work, 
Is a large Ingredient in the civil 
liberty of the citizen. 
“ The right 
to 
work 
is 
equivalent to the right to eat; 
and the right to eat and pro­ 
vide food, clothing, 
and shel­ 
te r for his dependents Is man’s 
m ost dominant urge . . . to 
make one’s bread depend 
on 
church or union mem bership 
o r forced payment of money to 
a union as a condition of em ­ 
ployment would be the worst 
species of anti-A m ericanism .” 
The Supreme Court held that 
the Issue was one for the state 
courts, and that the decision 
pieviously 
rendered 
by the 
F lorida Supreme Court holding 
that an agency shop agreem ent 
violated the State right-to-w ork 
law was correct. 
WHERE DOES GOVERNMENT 
STAND? 
President Johnson has p ro ­ 
posed changes In Se tlon 14 (b) 
with the hope that his effort will 


"reduce 
conflicts 
that 
for 
several 
years 
have divided 
A m ericans In various states.” 
President Johnson points out 
that changes In 14 (b) 
were 
included In the 1960 and 1964 
Dem ocratic platform s. 
It Is 
equally true, however, that at 
the same time President John­ 
son ran on the 1960 platform 
for Vice President, he also ran 
for the office of Senator from 
Texas. 
F or that office he ran 
on a platform favoring the state 
rlght-to-w ork law. 
The 1960 Democratic Party 
platform of the state of Texas 
during the 1960 campaign c a r­ 
ried the following clause: 
“ We restate our !>ellef In the 
free enterprise system which 
holds the true key to growth 
and 
propserlty, 
and sup(K>rt 
adequate financing of the Texas 
Industrial Commission and the 
tourist program of the 
State 
Highway 
Dejiartment. N eces­ 
sary to this development are 
the preservation of good lal>or 
relations, 
the rlght-to-w ork 
law, improvements in Industrial 
ami occupational safety, 
and 
strict enforcement of our anti­ 
tru st law s.” 
As to which view will p re ­ 
vail with the present Congress, 
much depends on how 
much 
Congressional support accrues 
to the simple ethic that, r e ­ 
gardless 
of 
political 
ex­ 
pediency, a worker who does 
not wish to join a union cannot 
J>e forced to join. 
This principle has 
already 
been transgressed In the 30 
sta te s which do not have rlght- 
to-w ork laws, and this tends to 
dilute the i>olitlcal position of 
the right-to-work states. 
However, right-to-w ork advo­ 
cates contend that the very 
fact that states can enact such 
a law has a restraining effect 
on unions. 
The theory is that unions have 
already 
acquired 
greater 
power, wealth, and political im ­ 
portance than is healthy for the 
nation, and that repeal of the 
rlght-to-w ork principle would 
mean more dues paid to unions, 
making them an even 
m ore 
effective political force. 
This argument seem s self- 
defeating In a period 
when 
organized labor 
has l>een so 
strongly 
for the party 
In 
power. 
Were the decision to 
re st on whether unions were 
to be given greater encourage­ 
ment, the Congress would likely 
give a clear nod to m ore union­ 
ism . 
There 
is, 
however, 
the 
troublesom e issue of m o rality - 
of 
civil 
rights. 
Where 
a 
citizenry is clearly opposed to 
com pulsory unionism, 
and as 
In the case of Florida enacts a 
right-to-w ork law, 
and also 
am ends Its C'onsltutlon to ban 
com pulsory unionism, 
there 
a rise s a basic question of the 
ethic of a 
Federal law that 
blanks out the will of the sta te 's 
voters. 
Right 
- to- work has been 
pictured by unions as mainly 
an economic issue, as an ef­ 
fort 
of 
union-busters and 
union-haters to thw art their 
legitim ate purpose; also that 
rig h t-to - 
work 
is 
mainly a 
schem e to keep wages low. 
MILL & F ACTORY FINDINGS 
In an Interview survey 
of 
em ployers 
and 
em ployer 
spokesmen in both Florida and 
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Texas -- two key right-to-w or 
sta te s -- It liecame quite clear 
to Mill & Factory that, while 
som e of the sentim ent w asantl- 
unlon, there were many who 
felt that unionism should 
t>e 
offered to the w orker 
as a 
serv ice and that the worker 
■should lie able to determ ine the- 
worth of that service either 
joining or withholding hts mem­ 
bership as a m atter of personal 
choice. 
Edward C. B urris, executive 
vice president of the 
Texas 
M anufacturing 
Association, 
headquartered 
at 
Houston, 
Texas, reports that em ployers 
in 
his 
state are strong sup­ 
p o rters of rlght-to-w ork -- on 
the 
basis 
that compulsory 
unionism is Inherently wrong, 
that workers should have the 
right to join or not to 
join 
unions, and their “ jobs should 
not lie in jeopardy as a result 
of their decision.” From 
an 
economic view, B urris says that 
the union movement has grown 
as rapidly in the right-to-w ork 
sta te s as elsew here, but that in 
the rlght-to-w ork states unions 
m ust lie more alert to m em bers’ 
w ishes. 
B urris feels that the right- 
to-w ork law in the state of 
Texas Is mainly a statement* 
of policy, and that the real 
backbone of the state’s labor 
program is the numlier of other 
law s which regulate union acti­ 
vity. 
These include a picket 
regulation law which prohibits 
m ass picketing; 
a law 
which 
m akes labor 
unions liable for 
dam ages resulting from losses 
due to strikes or picketing; a 
law which bans collective b a r­ 
gaining by public em ployes; a 
law 
prohibiting 
secondary 
strik e s, secondary picketing, 
and secondary boycotts; a law 
which bans union disruption of 
public utilities; a ban against 
the use of violence in picketing; 
a 
ban against organizational 
striking or picketing if 
the 
union does not represent a m a­ 
jo rity of the company’s em ­ 
ployes, and a requirem ent that 
unions file an annual report 
giving complete data on all 
income sources and 
detailed 
disbursem ents. 
Repeal of Section 14 (b) would 
not only nullify the 
Texas 
State rlght-to-w ork law, but 
would bring the other regula­ 
tions affecting unions 
into 
question. 
Texas 
Freedom of 
Choice 
Com m ittee sees that repeal of 
14 O’) would: 
1. 
Automatically nullify the 
Texas Rlght-to-W ork Law p er- 
m ltting closed and union shops 
and 
provide 
an avenue 
for 
"forcing” 
persons 
seeking 
work to join a union to get 
a job in a closed shop or to 
hold a job in a union shop. 
2. Strengthen 
labor 
union 
le ad e rs’ monopolistic controls 
over the available Jobs, 
and 
"breadbasket” 
domination 
over 
w orkers 
in 
unionized 
operations. 


3. Build union lead ers’ politi­ 
cal powers because of “ bread­ 
basket” control over w orkers, 
fre e r use of union funds, and 
power to force assessm ents for 
political reasons. 
4. Remove the necessity for 
union leaders to render faith­ 
ful 
services to m em bers to 
keep memliers. The m em bers 
could not resign from the union; 
if they did, they would lose 
th e ir jobs. 
These views were strongly en­ 
dorsed by E. B. Germ any, 
a 
pioneer in Texas industry, and 
chairm an of the Texas Indus­ 
tria l Commission, 
with he i- 
q u arters in Dallas. 
He 
ex­ 
p ressed the view that m anage­ 
ment and worker alike know 
that the freedom of choice in 
Joining a union is a fundamental 
liberty. He banks on the m em ­ 
b ers of the U.S. C ongress to 
sustain Section 14 (b), and says: 
"Flven politicians have funda­ 
mental tiellefs.” 
T here Is a general view among 
em ployers that wage levels are 
not an important factor in the 
em ployer advocacy of rlght-to- 
work. 
Winn - Dixie 
Stores, Inc., 
ojierating more than 
6(H) food 
cen ters mainly in southeastern 
sta te s, Is basically com m itted 
to non-union operation, 
and 
clearly publicizes a policy of 
equaling or t«tterlng the go­ 
ing rates for the food Industry 
in 
the 
area in 
which thev 


operate. 
In a company hand­ 
book distrlliuted to all 
their 
em ployes, the food m erchandis­ 
ing company announces that, in 
all the com pany's history, no 
one has ever had to join a 
union to get or keep a Job. 
They have never had a strike, 
afford “ good working condi­ 
tions, 
g o o d 
h o u r s , 
and 
sa la rie s” , 
and provide 
a 
large number of other 
em ­ 
ploye lieneflts. 
'Hie booklet reads: 
“ The union did not get your 
Job for you and had nothing 
to do with your hours, salaries, 
retirem ent fund, profit-sharing, 
C hristm as Iannises, vacations, 
o r anything else 
You and the 
company got these things 
by 
working together without In­ 
terference from stran g ers.” 
The Winn-Dixie view Is that 
treating employes "fairly and 
squarely” Is the key to their 
successfuly non-union opera­ 
tion, but company officials are 
strongly 
opposed 
to repeal 
of Section 14 (b). 
Otto R. T. Bowden, a Jack­ 
sonville, F la. attorney speclali- 
zing 
In 
labor - management 
problem s, pointed out that there 
a re 
many 
companies in the 
right-to-w ork state whose an­ 
nounced policies are to equal 
o r better the going rate in their 
area -- and whose position on 
com pulsory 
unionism 
was 
mainly on principle rather than 
for economic gain. 
Me cited Florida 
Steel C or­ 
poration, the Jacksonville P a­ 
p er Company, 
Southern Ply­ 
wood Coca-Cola Bottling Com -" 
pany, 
and Minute Maid 
as 
com panies 
whose 
personnel 
policies he was fam iliar with, 
and which maintained the sam e 
policy and attitude toward their 
. em ployes as Winn-Dixie. 
Bowden says that, while 
the 
F lorida law on unionism has 
been a factor in bringing in­ 
dustry to the state, there are 
many 
other factors 
a ttra c t­ 
ing industrial Investment. 
RIGHT-TO-WORK BENEFITS 
On 
a 
national 
scale, the 
National Right to Work Com­ 
m ittee, reports that rlght-to- 
work legislation has had a m a­ 
jo r beneficial impact on the 
economy of the 19 states which 
have em braced the principle of 
voluntary unionism. 
Hourly 
earnings 
in 
rlght- 
to-work states in the 10-year 
period 1953-63 increased 
by 
46.7 % while in other states 
the increase was 42.4^. Non­ 
farm employment Increased by 
23.2ft 
in 
the right-to-w ork 
sta te s, while the figure 
was 
9 .9 f in the other states. Per 
capita 
personal 
income in­ 
creased by 43f in the rlght- 
to-w ork states, while the in­ 
cre ase in the other states was 
34.7 f. 
Figures available 
on 
value 
added by 
manufacture 
w ere for the period 1954-61 
and here the increase for the 
right-to-w ork states was 60.If 
while the increase for the other 
sta te s was 35.6 f. 
Another m easure of the econo­ 
mic impact of voluntary union­ 
ism is the Department of L a­ 
bor finding that right-to-w ork 
sta te s are in the forefront of 
the nation in creation of new 
non-farm jobs in the period 
1939-1963. 
F irst, second, and third among 
the states in creating new jobs 
w ere Nevada, Arizona, 
and 
Florida in that order -- all 
three 
having 
rlght-to-w ork 
laws. 
Utah was sixth; Texas 
seventh; 
M ississippi , nlnth;- 
and Georgia, tenth -- the la t­ 
te r four states being right-to- 
work states. 
Public view of the rlght-to- 
work issue shows that more 
than 
tw o-thirds 
of 
those 
questioned in a survey felt that 
no one should lie forced to lie- 
long to a union to hold his job. 
Opinion Research Corporation 
of Princeton, N. J., 
has con­ 
ducted a se rie s of three nation- 
wide surveys. 
In the first in 
1956, 48f of those questioned 
felt that a man should be able 
to hold a job whether or not 
he belongs to a union. In 1962 
the poll showed that 62% felt 
that union m em bership should 
not influence a man’s being able 
to get a job, and last year those 
who held this view had increased 
to 67%. 
In last y ear's survey, 
30% felt that it was proper for 
a w orker to lie able to get a 
job without lieing a m em ber of 
a 
union, but that he should 
have to Join after he is hired. 
Those who approved a person 
being able to get a job only 
if he belongs to a union num­ 
bered 2%. 
National em ployer organiza­ 
tions -- the U.S. Cham ber of 
C om m erce and the 
National 
Association of M anufacturers - 
a re strongly in favor of the 
rlght-to-w ork principle. 
The Committee for Economic 
Development, through a sta te­ 
ment by its Research and Policy 
Com m ittee, sum m arizes em ­ 
ployer position in a statem ent 
which reads in part: 
“ The main issues involved in 
the 
union shop controversy 
a re equitable relations among 
w orkers and the right of in­ 
dividual w orkers. Congress has 
already restricted the rights of 
individual workers by giving a 
union 
exclusive 
bargaining 
rights in negotiating em ploy­ 
ment term s for a bargaining 
unit. 
This principle allows 
for ‘m ajority rule* and elim in­ 
ates the need for dealing with 
splinter groups within the unit. 
The w orkers in the unit who are 
not union memliers must accept 
the term s decided by union and 
em ployer, and the union must 
rep resen t the non-m em bers as 
well as its own m em liers. 
"T hose who have advocated the 
union shop advance the argu­ 
ment that non-m em liers are 
'fre e -rid e rs ’ benefiting from 
the efforts of the union, 
to 
which they do not contribute, 
hill wMrh d lhor nmnlnuoi1 rim

The rights of the em ­ 
ploye who does not want to be­ 
long to a union have already- 
been substantially abridged In 
the Interests of labor relations 
stability; to go father and com ­ 
pel him to lielong to the labor 
organization is an unwarranted 
denial of bis freedom . 
"T herefore, we believe that 
the controlling principle should 
be the right of an Individual 
to decide freely to belongornot 
to lielong to a union.” 
Final judgment will rest with 
the Congress. 
While the issue 
appears 
largely 
one 
that 
sep arates labor and m anage­ 
m ent, In a la rg e r sense 
the 
decision should not involve a 
contest of wills or a tally 
of 
votes. 
If the free choice of 
m em bership in a union Is in­ 
deed a civil right, then Indeed 
it is an Inviolable right.

ny A in. Wet ksler 
What should In? a universal 
cause 
- the right to Join or 
not to join a labor union -- Is 
a 
sharply 
divided one. What 
should he accepted as a civil 
right, 
equally 
espoused by 
liberals and conservatives, Is 
up for political (crabs. 
Union leaders who are usually 
counted among the ranks of the 
liberals 
are now determined 
that, as part of their reward 
for 
political 
support, 
all 
workers in a union plant would 
have to join or at the least pay 
dues. 
The unions are attaching top 
priority 
to rej>eal oi Section 
14 OO of Hie Taft-Hartley Act. 
This section states that “ Noth­ 
ing in this Act shall be con­ 
strued as authorizing the execu­ 
tion 
or application of agree­ 
ments requiring membership in 
a labor organization as a condi­ 
tion of employment in any State 
or 
Territory 
in which such 
execution or application Is pro­ 
hibited by state or Territorial 
aw ." 
Based on this provision, IO 
states have enacted right-be­ 
work laws which ban compul­ 
sory unionism.
